be admired, yet by it every thing was overborn, refiftance was’ 
ruin, and triumph muft beluag to them. In the moments, 
therefore, of popular admiration and applaufe, bat when a par- 
tial delufion prevailed, it were an ill-chofen moment.to bring 
forward a. defence of the late Houfe of Commons. ‘But when

‘That they are determined, in time coming, to exert themfelves 
to the utmoft to fupprefs the prefent fpirit of violence, and contempt 
for authority, which threatens to prevail; and that they will do every 
thing in their power to difcover and bring to punilhment, every per.on 
without dittingtion, whom they Inall findin any meafore acceflary to. f- 
milar riots and difturbances. 

Ith. ‘Phat a reward of 10 1. Sterling ‘thall beoffered to any one or 
more who will give fuch information, ag thall be the. means of appre- 
hending and fecuring the perfon or perfons of thofe who were either 
concerned in excciting, or adtually engaged in any of the late mobs and 
outrages committed at Ford or Canonmiids; or that Mall be concerned 
in exciting, or aétually engaged in any fuch in time coming. ‘Whe in- 
formation to be lodged with the Procurator Fifcat for the County, with- 
in a month of the offence; and the reward to be paid upon the convic- 
tion of the offenders. 

IV. ‘That from the publication of Mefl. Haigs, and their oath res 
lative thereto, and tbe formal sequifition made to the public at large, 
that evidence fhould be lodged of the reports and allegations contrary to 
the stlidavit of Meff.

Vil, ‘That in a City and County where the peace of the community, 
and the protection of private property onght to be moft. refpeéted, fach- 
audacious outrages are in a particular oianner fhameful and alarming’; 
- and that, impreiied with thefe fentiments, the Gentlemen declare, that 
they are determined no longer to remain, unactive fpeétators’ of fach 
lawlefs proceedings ; but that they will, upon the fufpicions or appre- 
henfien af any fich, come forth perfonally, and repel force by force, 
with their tenants, feryants, and fuch fobér and wellediipofed fiihjeéts 
as fhall adhere to them, who are always ten for one in number to the 
unruly and diforderly part of mankind. se 

VIM, ‘That they will immediately. aflociate themfelves into certain 
diltri€ts. or bodies, in order to keep a watchful eye over fuch places where 
outrage is moft likely to be apprehended, and that they will leave no- 
thing undone to prevent mifchitf, and to bring the delinquents to ju- 
(tice, if it is committed ; and that they will. provide them{lves with 
arms, to be givew to their tenants and others,.and will alfo furnith the 
owners of the Diftillaies with arms and ammunition, if they fhall re-

: 1X. ‘That they agree’ and refolve among themfelves, and will alfo 

ufe their utmoft influence with every ove they are connected with in 

any manner of way, that in time coming, if any fervant, jourtieyman, 
or apprentice, or dependant, bek nging to themfelves, their tenants or 
others, dali be difcovered to have’ been concerned, in exciting. or ac- 
tually engaged in any mob, Whether mifchief-was done by that-mob 
or not, that the fiid perfon thall be immediately difmiffed from bis em- 
ployment, whatever i: is; and that he hhall not be agdin empl.iyed with- 
in the city or thire in any department, for the fpace of twelve: months 
after fuch difmiflion, befides being farrendered to the civil power, and 
br:ugbt te juftice for fach crimitial behaviour.—And, ’ 

X. That a Committee be appointed by the County to meet and 
confer with the Lord Provoft aad Magittrates upon this bufinefi, with 
recommendations to them to -exert_themfelves in order to bring about 
fuch retolutions being taken, and fuch aTociations being formed among 
the Corporations in the City of Edinburgh. “And the Committee are 
alfo of opinion, that the meeting thoukd aypoint fome of their members 
to adjourn to Mulfelburgh avd Dalkeith, in orlef to take the fenfe of 
the mott refpeétable.and well-difpofed citizens in thefe places, that pro- 
per meafuses may be concerted to prevent any after dilturbances taking 
their rife from the people in thefe quarters; and that alfo the farmers 
within the County fhould be: conterred with, and their afliftance pro- 
cured onthe former occafion. : 

XI. That as many of the populace are riot aware of their danger in 
being concerned in riots, the Coinmittee arc of opinion, it would be 
proper to publifh an abridgemeht of the Riot AG, caufe the fame to be 
diftributed, fo as they may be iuformed thereof; and the Meeting*thaviog 
already been informed, that feveral informations are lodged -againtt peo- 
ple who have been concerned in the late riots, they make no doubt the 
Sheriff will take proper fteps to have the offenders brought to juttice. 

LASTLY, The Committee are of opinion, that the thanks of the 
Meeting thould be returned to Mr Sheriff Cockburn, for the great trou- 
ble he had taken, and his very fpitited behaviour ; and, at the fame 
time, to return their thinks te Lord Elphinfton, Genéral Leflie, Col. 
Cimpbell, Major Price, and the other officers who aéted under them, 
for their alacrity and readinefs to fuppert the civil. power. ‘ 

That the county thould alfo déclare;'thavin cafe the two men in pti- 
fon, who are faid to have fired upon the mob that attacked the works 
of Meflys Haigs on the 4th of, Juné, thalt be bronght to trial on that 
account, and acquitted by a Jury of ‘their countrymen, the county will 
in that event be at all the expence which they or their friends fhall be 
put to, ia defending themfelves againft the profecution.
